P.evenue  of  the  Department  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  '  arch  31  i,  1955 
showed  an  increase  of  6.  §5  over  the  revenue  for  the  -.receding  fiscal  year 
exclusive  of  the  llotor  Vehicle  Branch  revenues.  This  Branch  was  transferred 
before  the  end  of  the  calendar  year  1954,  to  the  Department  of  highways .  This 
increase  compares  with  an  increase  of  12.2,5  in  the  fiscal  year  ending  in  1954 
over  the  previous  f is  c;.I  year,  exclusive  of  otor  Vehicle  Branch  revenues  in 
both  years. 

The  year  1955  saw  a  drop  of  10.75  in  theatre  admissions  with  a 
somewhat  smaller  drop  in  revenue  duo  to  increased  prices  being  charged  for  reset

wide-screen  pictures.  Pari-w.utuel  betting  continues  to  show  an  increase  over 
previous  pec. rs  ’out  not  sufficient  to  compensate  for  the  loss  in  revenue  cue  to 
decreased  theatre  admissions.  The  number  of  new  pictures  reviewed  by  the  hoard 
of  I  oving  Picture  Censors  increased  by  14.9/j  over  the  previous  year. 

Itegistrations  of  Provincial  and  Szrtra-Frovincial  Companies  under  the 
Cor.ipa.nies  hot  showed  an  increase  of  9.1^  over  the  previous  year  for  the  largest 
number  of  registrations  in  any  one  year  in  the  history  of  the  Province.  The  net 
increase  in  registrations  for  the  year  exceeded  by  11. 6.B  the  net  increase  in 
registrations  for  the  preceding  year. 


The  Fire  Prevention  Branch  has  continued  an  active  fire  inspection 
program  in  conjunction  with  fire  instruction  and  fire  investigation  work  and 
assistance  to  the  Provincial  Civil  Defence  Organization.  Cne  part  of  the  work 
of  the  Branch  is  to  instruct  local  Fire  Chiefs  in  methods  of  conducting  their 
own  fire  inspections.  Ey  means  of  lectures,  film,  showings  and  demonstrations,  the 
Fire  Commissioner's  Office  fostered  fire  prevention  education  at  meetings  which 
were  arranged  with  local  municipal  groups.  The  Fire  Commissioner  and  his  staff, 
with  the  co-operation  of  local  fire  departments,  directed  and  promoted  a  vigorous 
firs  prevention  week  campaign.  The  Fire  Protection  Instruction  Unit  was  employed 
to  assist  fire  department  organisations  in  municipalities  and  in  industry. 

Firemar.ship  competitions  were  held  in-  Grande  Prairie,  Two  Kills,  Calgary,  Coleman, 
Bedwater  and  Iledcliff  at  which  this  department  assisted  the  fire  departments 
sponsoring  the  competitions  by  officiating  and  presenting  competition  prises. 

Being  in  support  of  the  Provincial  Civil  Defence  Organisation,  the  Fire  Commissioner 
and  the  Deputy  Fire  Commissioner  attended  regular  civil  defence  .  eetings,  srtici'  :,tcd 
in  civil  defence  exercises  and  supervised  civil  defence  auxiliary  firemen  training. 

The  Fire  Commissioner  attended  a  Civil  Defence  Fire  Forum  at  Amprior,  Ontario 
and  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  of  Canadian  Fire  Karshals  at  Fredericton, 

U  ew  Brun swi ck . 

Total  gallona  e  sales  of  all  fuel  oil  to  consumers  in  the  province  in 
the  year  1955  showed  a  13. 3'.i  increase  over  the  previous  year  as  compared  with  a 
4.5  -  increase  in  1954  over  the  year  1953-  -:-t  the  same  time  total  gallor.age 
of  taxable  fuel  oil  increased  by  9.4,-  in  1955  as  compared  with  a  6.1-  ir.crca 

in  1954.

Liconsin;;  of  Insurance  companies,  ayents  and  adjusters  under  The 
Alberta  Insurance  Act  continued  its  steady  increase  in  the  y;ar  1955.  The  number 
of  real  estate  ayents  and  salesmen  licensed  however  showed  a.  small  decrease,  a 
reversal  of  the  experience  in  post-war  years.  Complaints  received  under  both 
The  Alberta  Insurance  Act  and  the  heal  Istate  Ayents1  Licensing  Act  showed  a  sub¬ 
stantial  increase  over  the  previous  year.  The  total  amount  of  insurance  premiums 
written  in  the  calendar  year  1954  (the  last  for  which  figures  are  presently 
available)  was  ..74,104,622,  an  increase  of  5.35^  over  the  previous  year  and  amount 
in  to  a  per  capita  preaaun  cost  of  A71.32.
